With Reception Accorded 


Monster Party Which 
Celebrated Uniting of the 
Two Cities By Completion 
of Fine Pike—Two Bands 
Accompanied Enthusiastic 
Tourists. 


Newark witnessed a most advant- 


ageous display of the vigorous chic 
spirit ot Zanesville when 1,100 citi- 
zens of that city in 206 automobiles 
came into the city at 3:30 
o'clock 


Friday afternoon and swung aiound 
the public square, stopping at 
the 


Warden hotel for a buffet luncheon. 


Later the guests were shown over 


the city and conducted to Weiant's 
green house east of town. 


The coming of the large delega- 


tion from Zanebville was a formal 
dedication of the new and excellent 
roads which now join the two cities 
The party left for Newark at 1 13 
o'clock and came over 
the 
newly- 


paved national pike and were met at 
Jacksontown by 150 Newark people 
in 30 automobiles who escorted the 
visitors the lest of the way to Xew- 
ark. 


To evidence the cordial hospitality 


of Newark the whole city was piact- 
icallj thrown open to the 
visitors, 


and the Zanesville people went awa> 
impressed with the 
hospitality of 


Newark people. 


The machines were 
spread 
out 


over a distance of three miles and 
composed 
the largest automobile 


delegation from another 
city 
that 


Newark has ever seen. 
Gay decora- 


tions and banners carrying slogans 
bedecked the cars. One banner bear- 
ing the inscrintion "Zanesville cannot 
forget Newark since 1913" is an evi-

Bulgaria, says the correspondent at 
Saloniki of the Petit Parisien, "are 
declaring that the Bulgarian army, 
having 
conquered 
Serbian 
Mace- 


donia, Bulgaria should 
be satisfied 


with its triumph, and 
seeing 
that 


Thrace is being retained 
by 
the 


Turks should not further the fears 
of the Serbians." 


In fact the correspondent quotes 


the Bulgarian newspaper as saying, 
there are now seven Turkish divis- 
ions at Sufli, northeast of 
Dedeag- 


hatch, one division at Mustapha Pa- 
cha, one division at Verna and one 
each at Burgas and Constantinople. 
The Bulgarian newspapers the cor- 
respondent says are strongly insist- 
ing that the question of Thrace has 
not been definitely settled and that 
with Germany's support Turkey in 
Europe should be replaced within the 
limits in which she was confined in 
1911. 
The correspondent adds: 


"If the misunderstanding on this 


subject continues and in view of the

Radoslavoff of Bulgaria, in 
which 


he declared that Thrace

Bulgarian, the prophecy of ex-Pre- 
mier Venizelos of Greece may yet be 
realized and the Bulgarians in the 
end may be found fighting on the

Additional reports 
from the bat- 


tles at Ctesipson 
in Mesopotamia, 


near Bagdad, indicate that the Brit- 
ish forces won a substantial success 
instead of suffering a reverse as lirst 
accounts led everyone to believe. 


The diplomatic representatives 
at 


Athens of the entente 
powers 
are 


still active, their latest eftort to set- 
tle definitely all outstanding ques- 
tions being the presentation to Pre- 
mier Skouloudis of a note detailin 
measures deemed indispensable tor 
the security and freedom of action ot 
the allied troops. 


The situation along the Rumanian 


frontier, where a great Russian force 
is said to have been gathered, is still 
obscure. 
The 
display 
by the Ru- 


manian public of feeling in favor ot 
the entente is regarded in London 
as an indication that the nation is 
in a position to disregard the 
de- 


mands of the central powers. 


No definite news has been received 


of the renewed Austro-German of- 
fensive in 
Galicia. 
It is expected 


however that this movement will be 
pushed energetically for the political 
effect on Rumania.

Homing Instinct of Crabs. 
would believe that among crea-: 


tuivs having well developed domestic 
instincts wo must include the humble 
crabs, the "spiders of the sea," as Vic- 
tor "Hugo calls them? Once under wa- 
ter, we might expect one part of the 
sea to be as homelike as another, but 
that only shows how little the average 
human being understands a crab's 
point of view. 
Some one, however, 


suspected them of the homing instinct 
and so tried the experiment of catch- 
ing a pair of them on the Yorkshire 
coast, in England, and, after marking 
them, carrying them south fifty miles 
or more, returning first one and then 
the other to the water at different 
points on the shore. Then the York- 
shire crabbers carefully searched their 
traps as they made each haul, on- the 
lookout for the possible return of the 
wanderers.

Waterspouts. 


Tbe waterspout at sea and the tor 


nado on land are manifestations o: 
great Instability of tbe atmosphere la 
a vertical direction, caused either by 
an abnormally warm surface layer o: 
air or an abnormally cold layer at the 
cloud level, says Nature. The former 
cause is common in summer; the lat 
ter occurs both In summer and winter 
and is usually associated with a "line 
squall" or V shaped barometric de- 
pression. The waterspout shows the 
track along which surface air passes 
spirally upward to restore equilibrium 
The commotion of the sea is due to 
the exceedingly violent character of 
the phenomenon. The funnel Itself Is 
probably composed partly of moisture 
condensed out of air by the sudden 
diminution of pressure which occurs 
and partly of sea water In the form of 
spray. Sometimes tbe middle portion 
of the visible funnel Is absent, but 
there must In that case be a corre- 
sponding complete funnel of rotating 
air from tbe surface of the cloud.

nounced before the 
hearing began 


that he would offer in evidence, 
a 


communication from the then Gov- 
ernor of the state, James M. Cox, to 
the legislature requesting the pas- 
sage of the "blue sky bill," in which 
the governor stated that the bill was 
drawn by three men, one of 
them 


Timothy Hogan, then attorney gen- 
eral of the state. Mr. Hogan, who in 
the present hearing is representing 
the Geiger-Jones company, said that 
he would state to the court that he 
knew nothing of the bill and did not 
take part in preparing it. 


Mr. Hogan also said that the case 


will be fought out along the lines of 
the constitutionality of the "blue sky 
la»v." 


Associated with Mr. Hogan in be- 


half of the Geiger-Jones company is 
W. D. Turner of Cleveland, and As- 
sistant Attorney General Ballard is 
aiding his chief in the state's inter- 
est. 


The attack on the law was on the 


ground that its provisions are con- 
trary to the constitution 
ot" 
the 


United States in that it infringes up- 
on the commerce, the due process 
and the human rights clause. 
De- 


cisions by tederal courts m Michigan, 
Iowa, and West Virginia, declaring 
the "blue sky" laws of those states 
unconstitutional were cited. 
"It is 


an interesting question whether a 
state can protect its citizens from 
the sale of 
worthless 
securities," 


Presiding Judge 
Warrington 
de- 
clared. 


Attorney W. O. Turner declared 


that the Ohio law gives too much 
discretionary power to the assistant 
state banking commissioner. 


Attorney General "Turner opened 


his argument with a plea for 
the 


widows and orphaiib who might lose 
their savings through purchase 
ot 


worthless securities. 
"The present 


law," he declared, "was passed after 
it had been amended to meet 
the 


requirements of the previous federal 
decisions. 
I believe it ought to be 


upheld."

The pearl fisheries of Ceylon are said

For over 3.000 years the pearl oyster 
harvest has been gathered by the na- 
tives, who, skilled in diving, have hand- 
ed down the industry from one genera- 
tion to the next. Pearl fishing in Cey- 
lon today is somewhat of a speculation. 
The greatest care is taken lest when 
the shells of the bivalves are opened 
any of the precious gems be lost or 
stolen. 
Af very strict watch is kept 


over the natives who are employed in 
this kind of work, but in spite of the 
greatest precautions some of the small- 
er stones are frequently concealed. The 
refuse from the shells is very carefully 
examined subsequent to this first ex- 
amination. Even the dried dust of the 
oyster is carefully sifted. 


Smokeless Powder. 


Smokeless powder dates back some 


fifty years, but it was not until about 
1880 that it attained its real efficiency 
and sprang into general use. It must 
be understood that even the best of 
this powder is not absolutely smoke- 
less.
